In spite of this, the 
lighting organizations succeeded in 
gradually withdrawing from all 
control of the central committee, 
from all party discipline, and mak¬ 
ing themselves completely inde¬ 
pendent, until at last after the attack 
on the train at Rogowo the patience 
of the party gave way, and at the 
ninth convention the leaders of the 
fighting groups were expclicd from 
the party. 

"Thus the signal for the split 
was given, and the representatives 
of the organizations outside of Po¬ 
land. together with a few delegates, 
left the convention. Th y seized 
the printing plant of the party's 
central organ, the Robolmk, took 
the name of the "Revolutionary 
Fraction of the Polish Socialist 
Partv" and published a declaration 
in which the expulsion of the mem¬ 
bers of the fighting group was as¬ 
signed as die only occasion for the 
split. The reason, however, was 
the "betrayal" by the central com¬ 
mittee of the “old principles” of 
the )>arty, which made further co- 
o(H-ration impossible. The central 
committee also sees in the split the 
conflict between two kinds of tac¬ 
tics—the proletarian class strug¬ 
gle and national revolutionary fad¬ 
dists, a legacy of 1863. The split 
was unavuidable, since the pa^y 
would not adopt natioiul separatist 
tactics which .sought to divide the 
Ptilish from the Russian pro¬ 
letariat.

die course of the last years, this 
split was not unexpected. It is 
oiilv the logical outcome of a strug¬ 
gle which lias raged within the par¬ 
ty for a long time, a struggle of two 
elements — the Social-Democrats 
and the middle-class revolutionist.s. 

"The Polish Socialist party arose 
at a time when the Russian work¬ 
ing class had not entered the arena 
of the struggle with czarism. Con- 
.sequently the program of the Polish 
Socialist party was based on tlic 
conviction of the powerlessness of 
tile Rtisian revolutionary move¬ 
ment; the Polish proletariat must 
free itself; it must achieve>tlie Pol¬ 
ish democratic republic by an 
armed uprising against czarism. 
This conception of the first tasks 
of the Polish working movement 
is yet maintained in nuny cireirs 
of the party, especially in their or¬ 
ganizations outside of Poland. Kiit 
those party members who are in itic 
midst of tile struggle in ^Russian 
Poland, with the 'gcqvth of the 
Russian revolutionary labor move¬ 
ment, have become more and more 
clear that the Polish proletariat 
must make common cause with tiic 
proletariat of all Russia, that die 
triumph of tlie Russian revolution 
would also bring with it the (lo- 
lilical and national emaocipatioii of 
the Polish proletariat, altlioiigli uol 
in the form of an indetH-iidcnt 
Polish republic. 

*Xecessarily, the difference be¬ 
tween these two views was also re- 
flectetl in their tactics and was es¬ 
pecially iiitenNiticil by the rise of 
the figittiiig organizations, which 
were calletl into life by lliat portion 
of the party remaining true to the 
old ideas and were regarded by it 
as a transition step to open war 
against the Russian government.
